They will con- 
tinue into effect until April 1, 
when it was indicated addition- 
al increases might be allowed.

Irom about $11.87 to $13.51 for 
the cheapest plan and from $13.- 
87 to $17.08 for the top plan. 


The variable fee plan was 


adopted in 1968. According to

Young teenagers and adults 


need someone to talk to and 
must be given the assurance 
that their problems will not be 
further discussed without their 
specific permission. Only then 
can we interrupt the tidal wave 
of physical and emotional prob- 
lems that envelopes so many 
young people. 


A very exciting program lias 


been established 
at the Chil- 


dren's Hospital in Los Angeles 
by Dr. Dale C. Garell, which, if 
duplicated, 
may 
be 
an 
im- 


portant contribution to adoles- 
cents and their parents. Under 
his guidance a telephone emer- 
gency s e r v i c e is monitored' 
around 
the clock to provide 


troubled or disturbed 
adoles- 


cents with a trained listener. 


Members of Dr. Garell's staff 


take 
cells 
and direct 
these 


troubled people in an effort to 
solve their physical, social and 
emotional problems. 


The doctors who are trained 


in the psychology of the adoles- 
cent assure them that they and 
their problems will be kept in 
complete confidence. This im- 
mediately sets up a sympathetic 
relationship between the wor- 
ried caller and the experienced 
listener. 


It has always been my belief 


that the problems of the adoles- 
cent are different from those of 
the adult, and that they need 
the guilding hand of specialists 
in adolsecent medicine. This is 
a vast, untapped field in the 
practice of medicine that en- 
compasses the emotional and 
physical problems of the young 
adiilt. They can be directed lo 
the proper channels only after 
they express their concern and 
are 
shown 
that there is no 


shame in having a problem or 
talking about it. 


Even when there is a relative- 


ly good .communication between 
a child and his parents there 
may be private problems that 
can be talked, about only to his 
doctor. These youngsters must 
be encouraged to ' establish a 
better 
relationship with 
their 


doctors 
by 
giving 
them 
the 


assurance that there will be no 
violation of trust. 


For those who are fearful that 


this is impossible, perhaps the 
telephone "hot line" idea will 
be of tremendous value in the 
solution of emotional and social 
emergencies. 


Dr. Garrell and his staff have 


contributed 
vastly to 
adoles- 


cents who are anxious about 
family problems, v e n e r e a l 
disease and abuse' of drugs. 
This is indeed a vital contribu- 
tion in modern young society.

VanderPloeg said the central 


issue of parochiaid is this: "We 
should have the right to select 
the kind of education for our 
children,"

you don't 
like 


public schools, he said, 
you 


should be able to send your 
children lo privalc schools pro- 
vided you are willing lo foot thc 
bill. 


But parents should not have 


lo give up that right, he argued, 
because private schools cost too 
much. "It's not a case that we 
need money and we're going 
after it," he said, "but that it's 
right." 


Dr. Lewis supported private 


schools as they arc now — as 
p r ivately 
supported 
schools. 


"But once they become 
lax- 


supporlcd, that's 
an 
entirely 


different 
thing."

become than, he said, is unfair 
competition. 


Public schools must take all 


but the uneducablc. They cannot 
allow 
prayer. These 
restric- 


tions, said Dr. Lewis, do not 
apply lo private schools. Nor 
does. a whole raft

schools must follow. 


Dr. Lewis was most insistent 


that on a state and national 
basis, private schools cater to 
the middle and upper classes. 
Until they cease being exclusive 
and accept thf!"ga)nul of our 
society," just as public schools 
do now, ho said they are not 


abiding by the rules of fain 
play.

Vander Plocg said he too is 


worried 
about private schools 


only for thc rich and feels they 
may wind up that way if they 
don't get financial help. "If Ihis 
happens," be said, "we'll all be 
the losers."
